Farmers Of Western Canada

Should Give Attention To The 


Question Of S 


In the vast fertile plains of western 
Canada a Munificent God has given 
us a glorious heritage, says the Moose 
Jaw Times. So abundant is it, and 
80 casy of access, its great importance 
and value to us is very often overlook- | 
ed. Like so many other blessings, 
we fall to realize what they mean to 
us until they have departed from us, 
leaving nothing but regrets at their 
loss, and all the more so because we 
know that for the most part their re-| 
turn is impossible. 

If we will read about, or, better 
still, if we could travel to other lands 
and see what the agriculturist has to 
do ere he can hope for returns, we 
might appreciate and realize what a 
wonderful mine of wealth we hold in 
our prairie soil. Instead of being 
land-robbers, as so many of our farm- 
ers are, taking all they can get and 
glving nothing in return, we would do 
all we possibly could to keep our re- 
serve bullt up. 

The world is now pretty well dis- 
covered, and there are no more vast 
areas to go in to posses, so that we 
must look to what we have to sustain 
us and contribute to the world’s de- 
mands for foodstuffs. We cannot 
hope any longer to fold our tents to 
pitch them again on another fertile 
plain to be cultivated and exhausted 
of its fertility. No, we must conserve 
our soil yalues in order that we may 
continue to have fair returns for our 
labors, to supply mankind and save the 
race from famine. 

The United States, comparatively 
only a new country, is already barely 
an exportipg country of grains. ‘The 
cause of this may be learned from one 
writer who says: “There is a steady 
march of abandoned farms from the 
Atlantic seaboard west. It is almost 
appalling to see the increasing num- 
ber of abandoned farms that once pro- 
duced geod crops. The fertflity of 
the soll is gone and it cannot now pro- 
duce sufficient crops to pay for culti- 
vation.” This condition, says the 
writer, has taken place within his own 
life-time. The only thing which will 
restore the fertility of those lands 1s 
the use of cheap fertillzers; but even 
the cheapest of these mean consider- 


What has taken place in the United 
Statcs has also taken place in the old- 
er settled parts of Canada, and even in 
western Canada the decline of soil 
fertillty is in evidence. If we are 
wise we will begin to conserve our re- 
serve at onze, and this may be done 
cheaply by good cultivation, thus stor- 
ing up nitrogen, by a good crop rota- 
tion and returning to our soil all the 
cheap fertilizers which are produced 
on our farnis. 

Many farmers let these go to waste 
rather than exert themselves to spread } 
it over their fields. Even our straw- 
stacks, the fires of which illumi{ne our |} 
skies every fall, might be turned to; 
better account than having them go| 
up in smoke. 

It is a wise man who sees that his 
store-house is kept full, and the farm- 
ers of western Canada will be wise if, 
they Usten and learn from the experi- 
ence of other countries, Let us keep 
our farms at a high state of produc- 
tlon by the judicious use of brain and 
muscle, especially the former, and our 
glorious heritage will be handed down 
to generations yet unborn, unimpair- | 
ed, thus giving and maintaining to} 
Canada an inexhaustible store-house 
of wealth An ounce of conservation | 
of soil values is worth tons of restor- | 
ation.

A Young Queen Bee Provides the 
Strongest Colonies for Winter 
Requeening colonies, says the Do- 
minion aplarist, is best done during 
the latter part of July or early in Au- 
gust. A young queen will at this 
time, he points out, produce the larg- 
est force of juveniles in tlme for the 
winter without any danger of being 
superseded. In the succeeding 
spring she is still less than one year 
old and still in her prime, able to 
carry on brood production at a rapid 
rate, Figures gathered from twenty 
colonies in 1923 and 24 show that ten 
colonies headed with queens less than 
a year old were rather better produc- 
ers than those containing older queens. 
In his article in the July Seasonable 
Hints the aplarist polnts out that a 
good queen in the fall gives strong 
colonies for winter; that, wintering 
conditions being equal, these colonies 
will be the strongest in the spring, 
and that strong colonies in the spring 
are those that build up best for the 

flow. 


Sheep Will Eat Sow Thistle 


Easy Way to Rid Land of Pernicious 
Weed 
“Sheep reiish sow thistle and eat it 


so closely that the plants are much! 


more easily eradicated when the pas- 
ture is broken up to crog,” says Mr. 
M. P. Tullis, fleld crops commissioner 
for the province of Saskatchewan, in 
his recent bulletin on “The Control of 
Sow Thistle.” 

“Cattle also will eat sow thistle and 
thrive on it,” continues Mr, Tullis. 
“Taking off a crop or two of hay from 


infested land and then pasturing It for | 


a season, furnishes a good prelimin- 
ary to destroying the root system by 
cultivation methods. Planting a hay 
crop on land infested with sow thistle 
after applying the black, fallow treat- 
ment has also proved useful in ridding 
the land of this pernicious weed.”

Color Important Factor In Hay 


The Principal Consideration in. Deter- 
mining Quality for Market 

No. 1 hay must be of good color, 
color being the principal guide in 
judging quality for the market. Deal- 
ing with this subject, Mr. W. R. White, 
chief of the feed division of the Do- 
minton seed branch, remarks that pro- 
vided there is reasonable freedom from 
}foreign material, hay of any particu- 
lar class that retains the largest per- 
centage of its natural green color 
grades highest and commands the 
best price. Conditions as regards 
maturity, curing, storing and subse- 
quent damage are all reflected in the 
color, 

Time of cutting and methods of 
curing are important factors for con- 
sideration in the production of hay 
for market purposes. Hay that has 
become over-ripe and faded before 
cutting, or that has been bleached or 
weathered while curing, has decreased 
in both palatability and nutritive 
value. ; 

Mr. White also points out that by 
raking the hay, and not allowing it to 
become thoroughly dried in the swath 
before cocking, as soon after cutting 
as it is dry on the surface and well 
wilted, and putting it up in well made 
cocks where it is allowed to sweat, 
the shattering of leaves is largely 
prevented and very little loss of color 
by sun-bleaching occurs. 

Further, hay hauled from the win- 
drow should be stored with the least 
possible delay once it is sufficiently 
cured, 


Counsel To Hay Shippers 


Hay For Shipment Must Be Put Up tn 
An Acceptable Manner 

If, says an authority, speaking of a 
document from New York, prepared 
by Mr. Frederic Hurd, Canadian trade 
}commissioner In the United States, 
we are to export hay we must put it 
up in an acceptable manner. Mr. 
Hurd clearly shows good reason why 
hay standards should be established in 
this country. He has investigated 
complaints made {in New York, Phila- 
delphia, and Boston of the poor con- 
dition in which shipments of hay have 
| been received and has found them well 
grounded. Indeed, he says, it would 
be impossible to exaggerate the condi- 
tion in which some consignments have 
been received. As a result, the trade 
commissioner adds, Canadian hay has 
had to be sold for less than similar 
domestic grades, although in many 
cases it can be considered as good in 
actual quality. Some dealers have 
refused to purchase hay from this 
country on account of previous exper- 
fence. Last year we shipped to the 
United States 291,000 tons, but in the 
two preceding years the average was 
only 17,000 tons. It is plain that if 
Canadian shippers wish to meet the 
duty of $4 a ton imposed by our 
neighbors and other {ncidental ex- 
penses and retain or increase the for- 
eign trade in hay they must pay care- 
ful and diligent aattention not alone 
to quality, but also to packing and 
‘shipping. 


Big Shipment Of Salmon 

Since the beginninig of the current 
year the fort of Vancouver has ship- 
ped 1,640,773 cases of canned salmon 
to all parts of the world, according to 
figures compiled by the Vancouver 
Merchants’ Exchange. The move- 
jment of canned salmon is just about 
finished, and the packing season will 
start again this month for fhe fall and 
winter business.

Has Made Remarkable Strides 
In Development Of The Work 


Large and Small Farms 


Profit Depends More on the Man Than 
the Size of a Farm 

. There is a general current of opin- 
fon among rural economisfs that the 
average sizo of farm will become 
smaller as time goes on and that a 
more efficient system of farming will 
be the result. " 

The expressed opinion of Sir A. 
Dahlel Hall is that the large farm will 
be the farm of the future and can be 
worked more economically than a 
small one, according to a June issue 
of the Cana tian Countryman. 

The Ontario Agricultural College 

has conducted a survey which shows 
the labor income of farmers with 
large farms to be greater on the aver- 
age than thrt of small farmers, On 
the other hand, thers are most cer- 
tainly many farmers who are “land 
poor.”

versely, .some are farming 60 acres 
who should be handling 500. 

The man who is “land poor” has 
the problem to solve of whether he 
can hire extra help and make a suc- 
cess of more Antensive farming or 
jreduce his holdings to Where he and 
his family can manage them alone.

Canada was the ploneer in the de- 
velopment of fish culture as a gov- 
ernment service in the new world and 
the science in its modern and true 


sense had its inception in lower Can- 


ada as early as 1856. The first Can- 
adian fish culturist was the late Rich- 
ard Nettle, of Quebec and Ottawa. He 
was appointed superintendent of fish-- 
erles for lower Canada in 1857 and was 
given permission to resort to artificial 
propagation as a tneans of restorini 
the salmon fisheries of that province. 
His first experiments were with trout 
eggs secured in Jacques Cartier River 
and Lake Beauport, and these were 
the first artifictally fertilized fish eggs 
successfully hatched in the western 
hemisphere. 

Fish cultural operatioms as a Dom- 
inion Government service began in 
1867, the department of marine and 
fisheries assisting the late Samuel 
Wilmot in the work of collecting and 
hatching salmon eggs at Newcastle, 
Ontario. In 1868 Mr. Wilmot was 
appointed a fishery officer and the 
Newcastle hatchery was bullt by the 
Dominion Government. .This appears 
to have been the first regular hatchery 
in the new world built and equipped 
at government expense. A very ac- 
tive interest was taken in fish culture 
about this time and officials from sev- 
eral of the American states visited the 
Newcéstle hatchery to study the meth- 
ods followed and equipment used. 
However, it was not until 1871 that 
the United States Congress took the 
initial step towards a national fishery 
service by creating the office of com- 
missioner of fish and fisheries. The 
propagation of fish was undertaken 
by the commissioner the following 
year. 

In 1883 a complete working section 
of the system of hatching in vogue in 
Canada at that time was put In opera- 
tion at the great international fisher- 
ies exhibition in London, where it car- 
ried off the gold medal and diploma, 
the highest award for the best and 
most complete fish breeding exhibit. 
One other gold medal, two silver med- 
als, and a bronze medal with the ac- 
companying diplomas were also won 
by Canada. 

The expansion with regard to the

|\Net Debt of Oana Dropped Eleven 
Millions Within Past Year 

Within the past twelve months, ac- 
cording to the monthly statement of 
the finance department, the total net 
debt of the Dominion has dropped 
eleven million dollars. On June 380, 
the net debt stood at $2,378,000,000. 
On June 30 a year ago, the net debt 
was $2,389,000'000, During the 
|Month of June last year there was 
an increase in net debt of $4,648,729. 
During June this year there was a de- 
crease in net debt of $175,000. 

Current revenue for the first three 
months of the present financial year, 
shows an increase of three millions 
| over the first quarter of last year; 
current expenditure, a decrease of 
two millions, although this is chiefly 
in pensions. Customs revenue had 
quite a recovery during June, if com- 
pared with June last year. Last 
month customs revenue was $10,700,- 
000, against $8,800,000 in June, 1924, 
an increase of almost two million dol- 
lars. For the three months ended 
June 30, 1925, customs revenue was 
| $31,100,000; for the corresponding 
three months of 1924, $29,000,000. 

The increase of customs revenue 
during June is practically equivalent 
to the improvement during the whole 
| quarter.

Encountered by Those Who Go 

Far Afield 4 

Much is heard of Canada's natural 

resources—her minerals, waterpower, 

forests, fisheries and lands, and we 


service of the department of the In- 
terior, They mean cversthing to this 
young country, 

Very few, however, appreciate the 
difficulties, the hardships, and, many 
times, the privations under which the 
pioneers In discoveries, labor in mak- 
|inig known our wealth in natural re- 
sources, 

The interior department has just 
sent an expedition to the northern Is- 
lands of the Arctic. The vessel car- 
ries a number of scientists, who will 
report on the resources of that coun- 
try. Amother party is being sent 
}along the northern Iimits of the main- 
‘land, from the Mackenzie to Hudson 
Bay, exploring the territory wherein 
j}it is already generaliy known valu- 
able resourses in minerals exist. These 
men will spend the winter in the north. 

Even in more southerly latitudes 
; Canada has areas in which the work 
jis not easy. In the mountains of 
| British Columbia geologists are mak- 
ing surveys that may meaen untold 
/millions in mineral wealth to Canada, 
but they ara.doing so sometimes at 
|Breat risk and often under difficult con- 
ditions. A recent report from one of 
|the parties states that the work had 
been delayed until late in the season 
|by bad weather, includfag belated 
| snowstorms, In order to overcome 
the lost time the party was now work- 
ing from 4.30 in the morning till 8 
|o’eclock in the evening, and Sundays 
jhave been entirely removed from the 
| calendar, 

In 1923 a geological party in north- 
western Quebee lost two members of 
its party by drowning. There are no 
| bridges in the wilds, and turbulent 
streams frequently have to be crossed 
or navigated often at great risk.

while Notre Dame Cathedral, Mon- 
treal, can comfortably seat 13,000 and 
accommodate 15,000 people. Should 
the wonderful dome of St.

ent, At present, probably, the record 
is held by Venice, whose beautiful 
Campanile, which soared to a height 
of 825 feet above the pavement of St.

cent rains have been of consid- 
erable benefit. In the Peaee 
River. country, particularly 
north of the river, the situation 
has been much improved by the 
reeent rains there, 

It is noted that in practically 
all districts in the province, the 
wraiun on spring plowing and 
stubbiie have suffered severely, 
while that on reasonnably well- 
prepored land will yield fairly 
well, Iltis a fact also that the 
intense heat now prevailing is 
drying out and ripening the 
wheat so speedily as to prevent 
their proper maturing, Conse- 
quently this also will have the 
effect of reducing the yield. 

The drought has had a serious 
effeet on pasture and feed crops 
andin many districts the pas- 
ture, which was so luxuriant 
in the early part of the season, 
has fuiled rapidly. Feed crop 
prospects have also received a 
setback, and the greenfeed 
yield particularly, will not be 
up to early anticipations, While 
a general shortage ir not looked 
for, certain districts will be de- 
pendent upon .others for their 
food supply during the coming 
winter, 

Rye crops are cut inthe south 
but the yield will not be heavy, 
Corn, sweet clover and ualialfa 
have done well in the south, 

Harvest lubor needs for the 
province are placed. at present 
at 14000 by the provincial lab.
